Senator Brown today introdueed a merborial 
from the State Agricultural segkéty ef Georgia 
asking an appropriation san clean out 
the Altamaha, the Oconee afid the Ocmulgee 
rivers.

The lobby which is here in the interest of 
the passage of the direct tax bill is indead 
alarming. It is doubtful if there ever was s@ 
formidable an army of outsiders who seem 46+ 
termined to break into the treasury as daily 
crowd the halls and corridors of the capitoh 
Every state which has any money coming to it 


under the provisions of the bill has sent its, 


agents to help deplete the treasury. Th@ 
scenes in and about the capitol building, so far 
as concern the lobby and lobbyists, put to 
shame anything seen here even during 
the days of reckless and 
lezislation immediately following — the 
close of the war. It would seem that 
the passage of the direct tax is but the be- 
ginning of the great war to be made upon the 
treasury, and depleting it with the view of 
rendering unnecessary any tariff legislation. It 
has been the purpose of the republicans, in 
case they passed the direct tax bill, to force 
other appropriations through with a whirl. To 
empty the treasury is apparently the watch- 
word with the republicans. With the Blair 
bill, the dependent pension bill, the fortifica- 
tion bill, the Wilkins national banking bill, 
which proposes to increase the volume of bank 
notes equal to the marketable value of 
the bonds on deposit, the Pacific 
railroad bill, the bill to divide the public 
lands famong poor ex-federal soldiers, and 
tolend them government money at the rate 
of two per cent per annum, and many other 
similar measures the republicans hope to pass. 
they may so empty the treasury and distrib- 
ute the surplus that it will take years to accu- 
mulate the amount now on hand. Aside from 
their purpose to effect the tariff question, it is 
as well the wish of the republicans to make 
this congress an extravagant one that it may 
be used for campaign purposes at the coming 
election, and tothe discredit of the party in 
power. 

The action of the.£libusters ia to stop, if 
possible, this extravagance and save the party 
from ruin. As an evidence of- the strength of 
the lobby, fortified by the chaimants they have 
in the country, representatives in congress are 
daily in receipt of hundreds of letters from the 
states asking for the names of the various 
claimants. The commissioner of internal 
revenue is also receiving thousands of letters 
daily from claimants making the same inqui- 
ries, as in his office is lodged the archives and 
records of the collection of the tax and th 
names of the persons paying the same. The 
monstrous character of the job which the re- 
publicans, with the help of some democrats, 
are trying to put through the house, 
is understood, and the governors of each of 
the states interested in the direct tax bill have 
been telegraphed to in regard to their agents 
and the amount to be paid each, provided the 
bill is passed. Replies have been received 
from sixteen states, which will receive in com- 
missions $2,266,257, 

The following are the amounts that will be 
paid the agents for the states named if the bill 
becomes a law: Iowa, $06,068; Kansas, $6,236; 
Kentucky, $30,332; Maine, $89,425: Maryland, 
$130,000; Massachusetts, $175,223; Michigan, 
$170,509; Minnesota, $23,064; Missouri, $97,- 
043; New York, $319,815; North Caro- 
lina, $90,000; Ohio, $133,202 South 
Carolina, $127,244; California, $49,489; 
New Hampshire, $18,564, and Pennsylvania, 
$248,204. 

At this hour (11 o'clock) there is every 
indication that the session will last 
throughout the night. If such 
thing could be, each side is possessed of more 
determination to maintain their respective 
positions than ever before. All dilatory tactics 
have been practically abandoned during the 
day and night, other than a call of the Rome 
Every door to the chamber is locked, save one, 
which leads tothe restaurant. Members are 
not allowed outside the building, 
and the  sergeant-at-arms and his 
deputies are scouring the city 
for absentees. The cloak rooms have been 
transformed into gay scenesof revelry, while 
some of the committee roums are occupied 
by members who are passing the night in 
stiff and spirited games of poker. Every one 
is in- a good humor, and many older members 
are stretched out upon sofas sleeping the 
sleep, if not of the innocent, that of a tired 
and worn out statesnfan.

BUTLER’S SCATHING REPLY 


To Remarks Made by Mr. Edgerton Last 
Session. 


_Wasuixeton, April 10.—In the senate, the 
bill to remove the political disabilities of John 
Rutledge, of South Carolina, was reported 
from the judiciary committee and passed. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman, the Freedmen’s 
bank bill was taken from the calendar and re- 
ferred to the committee on finance. 

The international copyright bill was made a 
Special order for Thursday next, after the 
pieuro-pneumonia bill. 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the bill to authorize the sale to aliens of certain 
mineral lands, the question being on the 
amendment offered by Mr. Faulkner, requiring 
& majority of the stockholders, trustees or di- 
rectors of the mining company to be citizens of 
the United States. 

Ihe amendment was rejected—20 to 31. 

After several amendments of the phraseol- 
ogy of the bill it was passed—yeas ‘31, nays 13.

Jf any other doctrine 
should prevail whiy should not the ter- 
ritory of Utah be admitted as a 
State? or what was to prevent 100,000 
socialists, anarchists, nihilists, and commun- 
ists, take refuge in some corner of a territory 
and proceeding to frame a constitution and 
state government, demand to be admitted as a 
state?’ He, therefore, submitted that the sen- 
ator from Connecticut had gone too far in 
making that proposition, especially when the 
claim was asserted, not on behalf of a major- 
ity of the ple of the territory of Dakota, 
but on behalf of a faction of politicians in 
that territory, who had contributed more than 
all else besides, to prevent the territory being 
admitted as a state. The bill of the 
minority, he said, proposed to authorize 
the people of the territory to meet in conven- 


| tion, frame a constitation and state govern- 


ment and submit them to congress, and upon 
their ratification by congress to declare Dakota 
a state of the union. The majority bill, on the 
other hand, proposed to ratify and contirm the 
so-calied constitution adopted in South Dakota 
two and a half years ago; and to seat as 
United States senators two gentlemen (repub- 
licans) who claimed to have been then elected. 
Would the senate, he asked, consent to seat 
as full fledged senators, equal to those who 
represented sovereign states, two men who 
simply represented 12,000 votes out of 105,000 
voters? That was the proposition. He re- 
ferred to one of the gentlemen seeking a seat 
as senator from Dakota (Mr. Edgerton) as 
one whom he had spoken of courte- 
ously in the last congress, but who, 
in a recent speech in Dakota, had 
alluded to him in an offensive manner, draw- 
ing a parallel between a southerner, who 
learned nothing; forgot nothing, and resorted 
to the bowle knifeand revolver, and a Dakota 
man whose weapons were the Bible and spelling 
book. That, (said he, after reading this ex- 
tract from Mr. Edgerton’s speech) isthe lan- 
guage of a man to whom I extended the cour- 
tesy of expressing a kindly feeling when he 
was attempting to get a seat on this floor. He 
is 6ntitled to all-the credit and all honor, and 
alleciat and prestige which that character of 
language can give to hlim. But I may be 
permitted to say that, if I had to 
solict, either as companions or 
citizens of a great country, a stalking bandit,a 
reckless highwayman—with pistol and bowie 
knife in hand—or a sneaking hypocrite, a snarl- 
ing pharisee, who fires from the rear, and takes 
cover under the shadow of his own meanness 
and malignity, I would select the former. If 
the spelling book and Bible inculcate such ed- 
ucation as that—such maligity, sach unfair- 
ness, such injustice, such falsehood—my God, 
have mercy upon the Bible and spelling book 
which that man carries with him. Better have 
them made a bonfire of than have them teach 
such language as that which I have read.’’ 
Without any action on the bill the senate 
went into executive session and adjourned.

NO SMOKING ALLOWED. 


The Speaker of the House Enforces a Rule 
Which Was Being Violated. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The house met at 
11:45 this morning, the legislative day of 
Wednesday last continuing, 

Mr. Phelan, of Tennessee,as a privileged 
quostion, submitted’a conference report upon 
the bill authorizing the construction of a 
bridge across the Mississippi river at Memphis, 
Tenn. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, asked unanimous 
consent to report the postoffice appropriation 
bill, but a demand for the regular order from 
Mr. Reed, of Maine, operated as an objection, 
and the seventh day of the contést over the 
direct tax bill was formally opened. 

Motions for recesses for ten, fifteen, twenty 
and twenty-five minutes were submitted by 
Messrs. Breckinridge, of Arkansas; Weaver, 
of Iowa; Anderson, of Illinois, and Oates, of 
Alabama. These were further supplemented 
with motions to adjourn until Thursday; to 
adjourn until Friday, and to adjourn until 
Saturday. 

Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, called atten- 
tion tothe violation of the rule prohibiting 
smoking upon the floor, and the speaker pro 
tem., Mr, Hatch, of Missouri, emphatically 
directed the sergeant-at-arms and doorkeeper 
to enforce the rule rigorously. 

There is no changt or prospect of a change 
in the deadlock. No concessions have been 
made by either side of the controversy, and all 
talk of compromise has ceased. It is generally 
thought among the members that the present 
condition of affairs will continuo until Tues- 
day next, the day when it is intended to call 
up the tariff bill, when a determined effort 
will be made to break the deadlock. ‘There is 
a desire on the part of the democratic advocates 
of the direct tax bill to have a caucus called 
for the purpose of determining what course 
should be pursued to put an end to the present 
stagnation in business, but while opponents in- 
dicate a willingness to have a caucus called for 
consultation, they decline to be bound by cau- 
cus action. A call of the house was in progress 
at 3 p. m. 

The hours wore away without being marked 
by asingle incident of interest. Latein the 
afternoon a yote was taken upon a motion to 
adjourn in order that a test might be made of 

he strength of the combatants. The affirma- 
tive vote was 80, exactly the number who 
voted in a similar manner yesterday. The 
negative vote fell off from 156 yesterday to 146 
today, the falling off being accounted for by 
the fact that a numberof leaves of absenee 
were granted, mainly from theranks of the 
supporters of the bill. Subsequently the ser- 
geant-at-arms appeared and stated that all 
members who were reported as absent had re- 
turned to the house, except such as had been 
excused or were out of the city; and the house 
having received this report relapsed intoa 
state of lassitude, 

Mr. Parker, of New York, was first to claim 
attention with a parliamentary inquiry. It 
was, he said, the custom of the house to send 
out special committees for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the causes and effects of great rail- 
road strikes. He desired to know whether it 
would be in order for the great railroad compa- 
nies to create a committee to investigate the 
causes and effects of the strike now existing in 
the house of representatives. 

The speaker pro tem was not of opinion that 
the inquiry presented was a parliamentary one, 
and Mr. Parker resumed his. seat with his 
querry unanswered. 

At 8:50 the sergeant-at-arms appeared at the 
bar of the house, having in custody Mr. Law- 
ler, of Illinois, who was subjected to a good 
deal of laughter by his fellow members as he 
focmulated his excuse for having been absent. 
He had been, he said, at home answering his 
correspondence, in expectation that the situa- 
tion in the house would remain unchanged. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor moved to excuse the gen- 
tleman on payment of a fine of $10. He said 
that he felt that the time had arrived when 
the house should assert its powerto have its 
members present whenever necessary, He re- 
grétted that the gentleman from [)linois was a 
arty before the bar of the house, use he 
Nid not think that gentleman was any more 
offending than many others, but it seemed to 
him that a man elected asa member of this 
honorable body had his business here when 
the house was in session, and had no business 
elsewhere. He protested against the idea that 
the matter of being present was one of person- 
al convenience, and not of duty, and he pro- 
tested most seriously against the manner in 
which the house had treated the offense of ab- 
sentecism by i it, 
and by being 
bers were ught the 
rupon that charge. He had offered the 
resolution in perfect good faith, not desiring 
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wished that the penalty should be imposed‘ 
and that ifthe olhedae of absenteeism should 
prevail, the penalty should be increased until 
absolute expulsion should become the remedy. 

A member suggested that instead of $10 a 
barrel of apples should be imposed. 

Mr. Taylor remarked that that was another 
of those propositions that made the house no- 
torious and ridiculous in the eyes of the 
country. 

Mr. Lawler attempted to ask Mr. Taylor 8 
question, but had proceeded no further thay 
“being a little short—’ when he was inter- 
rupted by a shout of laughter. 

Mr. Taylor said that to remedy that difficulty 
he would furnish the gentlemen with the $10, 
to which Mr. Lawler replied, amid renewed, 
laughter, that he would accept the donation. | 

Finally, on motion of Mr. Wheeler, of Ala- 
bama, Mr. Lawler was excused without the 
imposition of any fine. 

At 12:50a. m. the house was awakened from 
its lethargy in a very unexpected and exciting 
manner, and at one time it looked as if the 
deadlock would be broken. A motion that 
the committee rise was pending, when Mr.’ 
Boutelle, of Maine, rose, and in order to test 
the accuracy of the rulings that motions t® 
@xcuse members were in order, moved that 
Messrs. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, Breckin- 
ridge, of-Kentucky, Weaver, of Iowa, and 
Oates, of Alabama, be excused from voting. 

Thereupon Mr. ‘Taulbee, of Kentucky, 
moved as an amendment that Mr. Boutelle 
himself be excused from voting, which motion 
tlie speaker pro tem (Mr. McMillan, of Tenn- 
essee) déclared to be carried, nothwithstand- 
ing vociferous demands for recognition from. 
the republican side. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, then moved that he 
be excluded from voting, and further moved 
that Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, be excused 
from voting upon his motion. This was sup- 
plemented by a motion by Mr. Bayne that Mr. 
Reed, of Maine, be excused from voting upon 
the motion to excuse him (Bayne.) Several 
other republicans were upon their feet desirous 
of piling motion upon motion in order to show 
the danger resulting from a motion to excuse 
amember from voting, but the speaker pro 
tem refused to recognize any motion except 
that of Mr. Camhon to excuse himself, which 
he declared tojbe carried against the protests of 
the republicans. 

At this momenta motion came from the 
democratic side that the house adjourn, and 
after a chorus of yeas from the democrats and 
shouts of nays from the  repub- 
licans, the gavel. of the speaker 
hung in mid air. The republicans 
fearful that the gavel would fall and the house 
be declared adjourned rose as one man totheir 
fect and led by Messrs, Reed, Taylor and 

towell, rushed to the front row of desks shout- 
ing and crying for the yeas and nays. 

The confusion was too great to be quelled by 
the speaker’s gavel and the services of the ser- 
geant-at-arms and his mace of office were 


1 ‘called in, but it was some time before the offi- 


cer of the house, armed with his emblem of 
authority, could quiet the now thoroughly ex- 
cited members. Mr. Reed stood directly in 
front of the speaker’s desk reiterating his de- 
mand for the yeas and nays, holding his posi- 
tion through all the turmoil and when compar- 
ative quiet had been obtained the spcaker pro 
tem recognized his demand and the yeas and 
nays were ordered. 

The motion to adjourn was defeated—yeas 
65, nays 121. 

The speaker pro tem. then ruled [citing from 
a decision rendered in the thirty-seventh con- 
gress} that a motion to excuse a member from 
voting was not in order. He therefore ruled 
that the only motion.in order was Mr. Bou- 
telle’s original motion to excuse four gentle- 
men from voting, whereupon Mr. Boutelle 
withdrew his motion.

MR. CONKLING'S CONDITION. 


He Shows Some Signs of Improvement, But 


Is stillIn a Dangerous Condition. 

New Yors, April 10.—At 7 o'clock this 
morning Mrs. Conkling was seen. She said 
Mr. Conkling passed a comparatively easy 
night and was feeling somewhat better. He 
was resting quietly, and has not had any more 
attacks of delirium, and in every way scemed 
to be much improved. 

At 9:30 o’clock this morning, Dr. Fordice 
Barker said that Mr. Conkling’s condition 
wasimuch improved this morning, and that 
the operation that had been preformed seemed 
to have accomplished all that had been ex- 
pected. His temperature has fallen to 99, and 
his pulse to 90. He had slept three hours dur- 
ing the night. 

At 8:50 a.m. Judge Alfred C. Coxe, of 
Utica, a nephew of the ex-senator, visited the 
patient and within ten minutes he appeared 
again at the door. He said that only Dr. An- 
derson and the nurse were in the patient's 
room. 

“‘Mr. Conkling passed a restless night,’’ said 
Mr. Coxe, ‘‘but he is considered to be some 
better. He wasawake when [ was in the 
room, but did not speak to me.”’ 

Ed. Stokes called at the sick room shortly 
after 10 o’clock this morning. He said Mr. 
Conkling was conscious and lying in the bed. 
Iie refused to take medicine from any person 
but Mr. Stokes. Among other callers in the 
er morning were ex-Judge Horace Russell, 
ex-Governor Hoadly, Colonel Ed. Gebhardt 
and Dureas Barnes. 

At 11 oclock ex-Senator Conkling was re- 

orted as not being so well as in the early morn- 
ing hours, he being couscious only at intervals 
of short duration. The effect of the operation 
is beginning to show itself in the way of caus- 
inga heavy strain upon his system. 

Mr. Conkling passed the day alternately in 
a stupor and tits of restlessness, in which 
he would pace the floor, talk excitedly, and 
express a desire to go out. His attendants 
could do nothing with him. He refused med- 
icine and they could not force itinto his mouth. 
Shortly after5o0’clock Dr. Barker arrived. 
Mr. Conkling recognized him, and said: ; 

“Doctor, can’t youdo anything tostop this 
bothering me ?”’ 

“Why, certainly,” replied the doctor, ‘take 
this medicine.”’ 

Mr. Conkling took it readily from the doc- 
tor’s hand and then said: 

“Can’tI goout? Iam very busy.” — 

Again the doctor answered: ‘Certainly,’ 
adding, *‘take these pills first.’’ 

He then administered some pills which 
speedily produced sleep. Mr. Conkling, to 
whom the doctor had handed his coat and vest 
had partly dressed himself, but now fell back 
on the bed and intoa deep slumber, in which 
he remains at present writing, (6 p. m.) 

9 p. m.—Mr. Conkling slept nearly three 
hours this evening and woke much refreshed. 
Physicians held a conference over him about 9 
o’clock and then went home for the night. 
The patient’s condition is greatlyfimproved and 
there is no danger of his death tonight. The 

hysicians say thatif Mr. Conkling can be 
kept alive for three days he will recover. 


MR. CONKLING’S PHYSICIAN: 


Dr. W.H. Watson Passes Through Atlanta 
on His Way to tite Sick Man. :

| THE EVIL DOERS. 


Strange Experience of a Ten- 
nessee Man 


WHO WAS GIVING INFORMATION 


Which Would Lead to the Arrest of Crimi- 
nals—Kidnapped and Taken to Texas— 
A Drummer Robbed and Shot. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 10.—[Special.]— 
Frank Murray has just returned from Texas, 
and tells a remarkable story of how he came 
to visit that state. Learning that a man 
named Woodall had forged a note in Texas 
and raised the money on it, he wrote the au- 
thorities there and the correspondence resulted 
i Woodall’s subsequent arrest. He was ap- 
preliended in Jackson county, and brought 
down to Nashville, and while here he told the 
Texas sheriff that Murray was the man who 
forged the note. Murray was out near Haral- 
son station, in Sumner county. One evening 
Constable Walton, of Gallatin and an alleged 
detective named Love, pounced upon him with 
pistols, demanding his immediate surrender 

‘“‘In a moment,” says Murray, “I was hand- 
cuffed and hustled off to Nashville in short 
order, On reaching here I was taken to a de- 
tective agency and kept under guard until the 
next morning, when I was put into a hack and 
taken to Beile Meade station, put on board the 
‘train and was soon under way to Texas. I was 
frequently assured that the officials had requi- 
sition papers for me, though they did not show 
them. I was guilty of no offense, and could 
not understand why I had been so ronghly 
treated. I was hustled off to Texas 
and Shoved in jail. There was noth- 
ing against me, only Woodall’s statement, 
but I was kept locked up, and Woodall was 
convicted of the forgery and sentenced t» two 
years in the penitentiary. He exculpatei me 
entirely, and confessed that his object in con- 
necting me with the crime was to humiliate 
me for working the case up against him. I 
was released from jail, and brought suit against 
the sheriff of Fannin county for abduction. 
He came up nicely on aicompromise. There 
are now two cases in the court against Wood- 
all—one for perjury and one for forgery. There 
is an old saying, “Every dog has his day.’’ 
These fellows in this state had theirs with me, 
and gave me no chance to help myself. I am 
going to have my day. That’s what I am hero 
for. Iam going to push the law against every 
one of them to its fullest extent.”

king a thorough investigation, not only of 
the shooting but of the _ treatment 
of the convicts.

Four Trials. 

Cotumsia, 8. C., April 10.—[Special.]—A 
somewhat remarkable case wa decided by the 
jury in the court of common pleas here this 
afternoon. In 1874 Legrand Benedict sued 
Wm. E. Rose for a note held by Benedict and 
alleged to have been indorsed by Rose.

ARTHUR IN CHICAGO, 


Theo Chief of the Engineers as Usual is Very

Cuicaco, April 10.—Chief Arthur has re- 
turned to headquarters of the striking Bur- 
lington enginees and firemen.

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WINTER GRAIN, 


Monthly Report of the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Wasuincton, April 10.—April statistical 
returns to the department of agriculture relate to 
the conditions of winter grain and of farm animals, 
The season for seeding was long, three months in 
some southern states, and the appearance as the 
winter set in was uneven, though the plants were 
generally vigi rous and those of early seeJling well 
rooted, In the states affected by the summer 
drouth there was slow germination in soil not well 
pulverized, causing thin stands in such areas. 
Hence a spgernetes impression of the condition was 
made, which our trained correspondent saw at once 
was deceptive, acd that the impairment of the 
Status was slight. Laterrains improved the pros- 
pects. In the south the soil wasin good coniition 
and the fail growth generaily good. Inthe middie 
states the sexson was moderately favorable, though 
in some places the soil was dry. In California, with 
some exceptions, a very favorable season for seeding 
and germination is reported. The drouth in Ore- 
gon delayed the plants’ growth. 

Only partial winter production was cnjoyed in 
the north belt. The variable temperature of March 
seriously injured the plant in the central states of 
the west, and some loss from winter killing appears 
even in Texas. On the Atlantic coast the winter 
injury was very slight. South of Maryland the 
temperature was mild and favorable. The present 
appearance of the crop is quite amfeyorabie, as 
spring is late andthe present erowth of late sown 
comparatively small. Favorable spring weather 
might make a materialimprovement. The aver«gv 
of the present condition is 82—lower than 
im recent years, excepting only i133 and 
1855, when the averages were 80 and 76, 
respectively. The averages of the states of 
principal production are as follows: New York 
04, Penr@ylvania £0, Ohio 68, Michigan 76, Indiana 
75, Illinois 74, Missouri 82, Kansas 97. The average 
of Texas is 88, and of most ofthe southern staets 
higher, from 86 in Arkansasto 97 in Tennessee 
though the area seeded is small in all this region. 

The condition of rye is much higher, standing at 
93.5 the entire breadth. 

The condition of farm animals is comparatively 
good. ‘There has been some disease among horses, 
and hog cholera has been somewhat prevelant, dur 
ing the past vear. Estimated losses from diseases 
and casualities are averaged as follows for cach 
thousand animals: Horses 18, cattle 2), sheep 46, 
swine 78. 
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HEWITT’S MESSAGE TABLED. 


The Mayorof New York Sends a Document 
to Council Which is Met With Objection. 


New York, April 10.—Mayor Hewitt today 
transmitted to the common council a stirring 
message disapproving the resolution taking 
from the mayor the power of directing what 
flag shall be displayed upon the city buildings. 
He shows that while the Irish-born population 
amounts to 16.45 per cent, 27 per cent of the 
board of alderman are Irish, more than 11} 
times the normal ratio of representation pre- 
vails in all departments except the police, 
where 28.10 are Irish-born, nearly double the 
normal per centage. This, he declares, 
is at the expense of the German ele- 
ment. He gives a tabulated account of 
national eoresentations in  oftice and 
in charitable institutions. He states he does 
not publish the tables to invoke comment, 
but declares that under our free govern- 
ment and boundless resources, Irish malcon- 
tents should exhibit modest restraint in 
claiming new privileges not now known to law 
and not desired by the more conservative por- 
tion of the nationality in whose favor the ex- 
ception is demanded. He advises the board of 
aldermen toadopt some measure whereby the 
vexed question may be madesquarely an issue 
before the people. While the clerk was read- 
ing the message, Alderman Pat Divver moved 
that further reading be suspended.

DOES NOT MZET WITH MUCH FAVOR 


Among Atlanta Prohibitionisis -Short Talks 
Among Prominent Men—The Conven- 
tions—W hat is Thought of Them, 


For several days past the air has been alive 
with rumors about the prohibitionists and the 
prohibition party. It has been said that there 
ls a big split in the ranks of the Atlanta pro hi 
bitionists and the prohibitionists throughout 
the state; that two distinct probibi- 
tion conventions, representing two 
distinct factions of the prohibitionists, will 
bloom forth in Atlanta in the near future; 
that the national prohibition party, looking on 
Georgia as good missionary ground for the 
creation of a third party movement, has arme- 
ed and equipped the Rey. Sam Small, whe 
has made dates throughout the state, and will 
swoop down upon Georgia ere long to whoop 
up converts to the great third harty. 

The leading prohibitionists of Atlanta and 
Georgia have called a convention whigh will 
be held in Atlanta on the 25th inst., and 
Messrs. J. O. Perkins and H. M. Sessions, 
Robert Miller and several other pronounced 
third party advocates, have called a conven- 
tion which will be held in Atlanta on the 24th 
inst. It isalso a stubborn fact. which, like 
the ghostof Banquo, will not down at the 
bidding of anybody, that convention number 
two wascalled after the call for convention 
number one had been issued with all due 
formality, and the Sam Small convention has 
been cailed forthe day before the one first 
called. . 

All these things are interesting. They have 
set many tongues wagging in Atlanta. It has 
been popularly supposed for some months that 
prohibition was dead, or, at least, enjoying @ 
protracted sleep iu Atlanta, and, therefore, it 
is not strange that the general public, with 
bated breath and hair on end, is asking: 
‘‘What may this ean, that this dread corpse, 
again in complete steel, revisits thus the 
glimpses of the moon’?’’ Not strange that lit- 
tie knots of men and big knots of men stand 
on the street corners, in the thickening twi- 
light, or in hoarse whispers ask: “Can such 
things be and overcome us like a summer 
cloud without our special wonder ?’’

“What about this third party movemezt, 
Mr. Thrower ?’’ he was asked.

Iam happy tosay that none of 
our leaders are in favor of it. ‘Vhisis well; be 
cause nothing could do the temperance cause 
in Georgia more harm than for the prohibition 
leaders to embark in a third party move- 
ment. I believe it would throw the temper- 
ance cause back twenty-five years. So far in 
Georgia the demecratic parity has given the 
prohibitionists all that they have ever asked 
for.

The waters 
around Albany abound with black bass and 
trout. They attain very large size and are @ 
game fish. Trolling for them is an exciting 
sport. One to be successful at catching trout 
with a bob must have had experience, 
as no greenhorn can be at first an 
adept. The successful fisherman must 
know the habits and haunts of 
their prey and how to tempt and handle them

Fach amateur fisherman has his own ideas 
about tackle. What one thinks infallible, 
another will not use. Especially i@this true 
about bobs. There are countless varicties of 
bobs in use. Several new kinds are invented 
and manufactured every season. The ama- 
teurs keep the gunsmiths, themselves expert 
fishermen, busy at this season making up bobs 
from their designs. Many of them are made 
from solid silver and cost $4 or $5 and up- 
wards each. Mr. William Gaines, of Albany, 
has made for several years a silver spinning 
minnow of his own design, which meets with 
ready sale. He has been at work for the last 
three weeks or more upon bobs designed by 
Colonel Parker. Mr. Davis Hooks is working 
upon some designs for Mr. McIntosh. One, 
at least, of Colonel Parker’s creations is said 
to be a very fine one, containing many good 
points. Judge A. P. Greer and Messrs. Char- 
lie Farrington, Tom Nelson and several oth- 
ers are doubtless from experience and knowl- 
edge of the haunts and habits of,the trout, also 
well up upon the subject of bobs and bobbing. 
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Among the bobs purchased from the stores 
the Buel’s spinning bait, and lately the Amer- 
ican spinner, appear to be the favorites. Many 
experts consider the latter the finest manufac- 
tured. The bobs of commerce appear to be 
made mainly.in the northern part of New 
York state. ‘‘Chapman’s International Min- 
now,’’ manufactured up near the Canada line, 
had quite a popularity in Georgia a few years 
ago but is now little used. Itis said that Buel 
traveled all through the south many years ago 
testing bis trolling baitin the waters of that 
section, before perfecting his invention. He 
lives at Whitehall, New York. For many 
years tiothing else would be used and the 
larger the bob and more immense the 
hooks upon it the better. Now the 
smaller the bob and_ hooks the 
easier the sale, and this change has only taken 
place within the last year or two. Ifa sales- 
man a couple of years ago endeavored to sell a 
treble hook feathered, he would be laughed to 
scorn ; now the experts purchase these snatch 
hooks for the bobs well covered with brightly 
colored feathers. Then, only one set of hooks 
was permissable ona bob; now two or three 
gets of hooks are used. The Jength of the 
hotks, the shape of the barbs, whether the 
points turn in or out, are matters of deep 
thought and consideration among the anglers 
and bob designers. From the many trolling 
baits yearly designed in Georgia will be evolved 
the bob that dest adapted to southern waters, 
and eventually displace those now manufactur- 
aia thousand miles away.

The local newspaper cannot compete in its news 
service with the metropolitan dailies, because its 
field is so circumscribed that the expense of gather- 
ink news more than overrenches the income of the 
paper. Tobe successful, therefore, the local paper 
must be intensely local in its character. We would 
not be understood as meaning that it should de- 
generate so as to become the chronicler of small 
gossip, or the medium throurh which the modern 
newspaper Jenkins spreads his stale and vapid plati 
tudes concerning Mr. Smith or Miss Jones before the 
public. Every local enterprise that promises good to 
the community should bé encouraged by the local 
paper; there are local incidents of daily occur 
rence that would icterest the readers of the locel 
paper. if Mr. Good-farmer makes a par- 
ticularly gocd crop, mention of it might suggest to 
others the means of doing the same thing. If Mrs. 
Good-bousewiie brings a specially nice sample of 
her butter to market. to give her credit for it might 
incite others to do the same thing. Of course ( Very- 
body likes to know who has been in town, who has 
left town, how Mr. Blank’s new house is progress- 
ing, how Mrs. Blank’s new bonnet looked, how Mr. 
Clergyman preached, how many times the mail was 
behind time. These are légitimate items of local 
news, not to be served up in the ad -nauseum style, 
sometimes adopted, but in a clear, succinct way 
that disposes of them in as short & manner as 
possible. The editor need not. hug each par- 
ticular item as though it werea rich morsel. The 
Enterprise can be nothing more than a local paper; 

‘ while its ambition might lead it toa wider field to 
attempt more than has been outlined, would be to 
make it as ridiculous as a boy dressed in man’s ap- 
parel, Ifit coversits chosen field well, it will fill 
the measure of its possibilities: we can at least 
promise that it will be the organ of no man, ofno 
clique. Itis no man's enemy, no man’s mouth- 
piece, It will notcorrnpt by questionable morse!s 
of news, nor praise, equally fervently a splendid 
charity or things that notoriousiy work harm to its 
patrons. It will have an individuality of its own, 


without being captious or obtrusive in making that 
individuality felt. It will praise where praise is 
due, condemn where it is due, 

If the weekly press of Georgia and the 
dailies in the smaller cities will take home the 
lesson so well given by the Enterprise, it will 
result in an hundred fold improvement. Such 
dailies as the Albany News, the Americus Re- 
corder or the Grifiin News, which do not con- 
cern themselves about foreign matters, reflect 
credit upon the cities.in which they are pub- 
lished. It is a notable fact today that the 
Georgia weeklies with the greatest number of 
striking local events are those printed away 
from the great trunk railroad lines. There is, 
for instance, the Dahlonega Signal, which 
never fails to have something in it. The Elli- 
jay Courier and the Canton Advance are also 
in point. The Hartwell Sun is one of the 
most readable weeklies in the state. Self- 
examination is always profitaole, and now that 
the meeting of the Georgia Press association is 
drawing near, it would be well to consider the 
question whether there is not room for im- 
provement. Brethren of the press, what is 
the remedy ?

A Frankiin County Desperado 
Run Down, 


Gullty of Forgery, and Then Inferming on 
His Neighbors to Get Them 
Into Trouble, 


CARNESVILLE, Ga., April 10.—[Special.J— 
Bi Webster and Tom Oliver, two negroes 
who were confined in jail here under sentence 
to the chaingang, made their escape this morn- 
ing. They managed to get hold of some 
matches and. kerosene oil, and an iron spike, 
with which they burned and prized loose the 
fastening of the inside door.

SENSATIONAL SHOOTING AT MARTIN. 

The shooting and probably mortal wounding 
of Marion Sanders last night grew out of a 
complication of causes. Marion Sanders is the 
son of a respectable farmer named John San- 
ders. In December last Marion Sanders 
traded a note to Wilson Whitworth, purport- 
ing to have been signed by ’Squire Russell. 
The latter declared the signature a forgery, 
when Whitworth had Marion Sanders arrested 
for fraud. While Bailitf Harrison was mak- 
ing the arrest a fight ensued, in which Harri- 
eon Wess cut in the hand and Sanders ran.

The Macon Telegraph, in attempting to 
answer Tur Constirution’s inquiry rela- 
tive to the simultaneous reduction of the 
tariff and the surplus, has this to say:

on the free list, leaving the money formerly paid 


- intaxes in the pockets of the people, itis ad- 


mitted by both protectionists ani democrats that 
there is a rate of duty which yields the largest rev- 
enue. If it be desired to reduce the government's 
income from that duty, the protectionists plan is to 
raise the rate, rendering itin some degree prohib- 
itory, increasing the tax and d'verting a larger share 
to private pockets; the dem ccatic plan is to reduce 
the rate below thatat which the duty yiclds the 
largest revenue, lessening taxation of the people 
and the bounties of individual citizens paid from 
it. It cannot be doubted what plan is favored by 
the Telegraph, for it is a democratic paper. 

It will be observed that our esteemed con- 
temporary disposes of the whole matter 
briefly and oracularly, It says that ‘‘the 
protectionist plan to wipe out the reve- 
nne raised by the duty on an artf&le is to 
make the duty prohibitory, in order, that 
manufacturers may collect all of the higher 
tax instead of part of the lower one.’’ 

Now, if, asthe Telegraph declares, this 
this is the protectionist plan, how is it that 
the present high tariff is not constructed 
on that plan? Under such plan as the Tel- 
egraph describes there would be little or no 
revenue, whereas the present tariff, accord- 
ing to all the arguments we have seen in 
our contemporary’s columns, yields a very 
large revenue? 

The Telegraph goes on to say that ‘“‘the 
democratic plan is to put the article on the 
free list, leaving the money formerly paid 
in taxes in the pockets of the people.” 
This is the first time we have heard from a 
democratic tariff reformer that free trade is 
the democratic plan. Such a plan is fot 
outlined in the Chicago platform on which 
Mr. Cleveland was elected, nor is it carried 
out in the Mills bill. 

We have heard a good deal, first and last, 
about the tax on the necessaries of life, but 
it must be admitted that the Mills bill deals 
with them ina style that cannot be said to 
conform tothe ‘‘democratic plan’? as out- 
lined in the Telegraph. We donot under- 
stand why lumber should be regarded by 
the democrats on the wavs and means com- 
mittee asa more important necessary of 
life than iron, or coal, or a hundred other 
articles of daily consumption; but lumber 
is put on the free list and the others are still 
protected. Howisit that, in framing his 
wonderful bill, Mr. Mills so far forgot his 
duty to the public as to ignore the Tele- 
graph’s ‘democratic plan?” 

It will be observed, however, that the 
Telegraph's ‘‘democratic plan’’ is a sort of 
interchangeable and reacting plan. Our con- 
temporary states, in the quotation which we 
have made, that the ‘democratic plan’’ is 
to place articlesthat yield arevenue to 
the government on the free list, and then it 
goes on to declare that the ‘democratic 
plan’’ is ‘‘to reduce the rate below that at 
which the duty yields the largest revenue,”’’ 
and then it goes on to say that “‘it cannot 
be doubted what plan is favored by the Tel- 
egraph, for it isa democratic paper.”’ 

Well, Tur ConsTITuTION would be glad 
to know ‘‘what plan is favored by the Tele- 
graph,’’ for one of the plans, which it 
says is democratic, is to place protected 
ticles on the free list, and the other plan, 
which appears to be equally democratic,is to 
reduce the duty on protected articles below 
the revenue point. 

Unfortunately for the Telegraph, neither 
of itstwo plans is democratic. The dem- 
ocratic plan is now, and always has been, 
to raise the revenue necessary for the main- 
tenance of the government by levying duties 
on articles of foreign production. This is 
the plan outlined inthe Chicago platform, 


and itis the plan that has been followed. 


whenever the democrats have had charge of 
the government. 

But the question we asked the Telegraph 
remains utianswered. WiH a reasonable 
and judicious reduction of the tariff in- 
crease the surplus, or will itreduce it? To 
put dutiable articles on the free list is free 
trade out and out; to reduce the duty be 
low the revenue point is practical free trade, 
and will be disastrous to the industrial inter- 
ests of the whole country. Especially will it 
be disastrous to the industrial interests of 
the south, which are still in the experi- 
mental stage. 

If it be said that this qnestion ‘is in the 
air, let us come down to something substan- 
tial. Will the reductions in the tariff pro- 
posed by the Mills bill reduce the surplus or 
increase it? Mr. Mills: doesn’t know; no 
man knows. Inthe midst of this doubt 
and uncertainty, why not repeal the undem- 
ocratic internal revenue system—a system 

‘that has been denounced by three Georgia 
legislatures (the denunciations being offi- 
ially indorsed by Senator Colquitt, who 
Was governor), and thus compel the gov- 
ernment to collect its revenue at the custom

So Bismarck’s effort to break off this 
marriage must not be set down to his cap- 
tiousness or prejudice. Theold statesman 
is not thinking of orange blossoms. He is 
worrying himself over questions of peace 
and war, andhe considers peace of infin- 
itely more importance to Germany than the 
nuptials of two young people possibly 
could be. 

And yet it may turn out all right after all. 
The czar may modify his Bulgarian policy, 
and every obstacle in the way of the lovers 
will then be removed. For the present they 
will have to be patient.

Talks of the Question of Re-election and 
Other Matters of Interest. 


Hon. John D. Stewart, congressman from 
this district, was in the city vesterday on his way 
back to Washington. He has been attending court 
in Pike county, and stopped here yesterday on busi- 
ness before the supreme court, In speaking of his 
prison bill he said: 

“The bill has received the unanimous approval 
of the judiciary committee, and has been put on the 
caleidar of the house. Ido not think, however, 
that it will be <¢ted on during the summer session, 
as it will hardly te renched in its order; and again 
I do not feel disposed to push 1t now, as I think its 
chances will be decidedly better after the presiden- 
t-al election.

The 
bill proyides for two national prirons, one for the 
north and one for the south. You know this gov- 
ernment has now no national prison, the prison at 
Albany belonging to the state of New York, the 
United States simply sending its prisoners there 
under contract. The judiciury committee seems 
very favorably disposed towards my bill providing 
one in the south as well as inthe north, and I 
think the arguments are so conclusive why we 
need two such prisons, that I can get the bill 
through without much trouble, though of course 
there isno telling what may happen, and what in- 
fluences may te brought to bear to defeat it.” 

Congressman ,Stewart is looking splendidly, and 
says the work of & congressman isthe hardest work 
he has tried yet. “I have been judge,” said he, 
“TIlave actively practiced at the barand have plow- 
ed many a day, but nothing that I ever did com- 
mands as much time, and necessitates as much 
trouble as my work now. I get hundreds of letters 
evcry week,and have to answer them all, and almcst 
each one of them esked for some information 
which requires c mnsiderabie time to get.’’ 

In reply to the question as to whether he thought 
he would have any opposition for re-election this 
year, he replied: 

“I suppose not. At least I have heard of none as 
vet. Itseemsto be an unwritten law in this state, 
that a congressman is sent back a second term as an 
indorsement; that is, it he has given anything like 
satisfaction. I donot know whether I have done 
this or not, but I bave ce:tainly done what | 
thought to be my duty, and have tried to serve my 
constituents as best I could. I wiil say this, how-

Small Points Picked Up Amorgthe Tack 
Hammer Boys. 

The railroad commission rendered two for- 
mal decis‘ons yesterday. The commissiouers had 
before them for consideration two highly important 
questions, the first relative to the reduction of pas- 
senger ra‘ei, and the second relating to the provis- 
ion of equal accommodations for white and colored 
passengers, or to throw the matter into proper phra- 
seology, ‘‘equal accommodations for equal money,” 

As to the first point, the commissioners are averse 
to a general reduction of the three cent rate, and are 
also averse to the establishment of a ‘‘second class’ 
rate. Referring to the recent action of the West 
Poiut road in voluntarily lowering the three cent 
rate, the report of the commissioners says: 

‘Jt isan experiment that perhaps the managers 
of no other road in the state could afferd to make. 
We trust that it may be successiul.”’ 

So the rate allowed the roads is still three cents 
per mile. 

As to the “equal accommodations for equal 
money,” the decision says: 

“The only way in which this subject can properly 
come before the commission for consideration is by 
complaint for unjust discrimination.” 

The law of the state is cited: ; 

“Allcommon carriers of passengers for hire in 
the state of Georgia shall furnish like and equal 
accomnmodations to ali persons without distinctica 
of race, color, or previous eondition.”’ 

No case of unjust discrimination has ever been 
jeter ca before the commission, ahd the expressions 
relative to this mooted point were prompted by the 
representations of colored delegates from a co'ored 
state convention he!d in Macon January 25th. These 
delegates, in the presence of the representatives of 
the railroad companies, ge before the com- 
mission on Aprilsd. and the decision relative to 
this question reads: “‘The question of ‘equal ac- 
commodations for equal money,’ inseparably con- 
nected with passenger trangportation. was brought 
to our attention in the wide range the dir¢ ission us- 
suined, and we feel bound to say in this pullhe man- 
ner that we recognize to the fullest extent the’ jus- 
tice of this demand and our duty on a proper Case 
made to see trat the law is enforced.”’

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ALUM WATER. 


Prominent Physicians As to lts 
Effect Upon the People. 


Is There Too Much Alum in the € ¢- Water? 
Members of the Board of Health and 
Other Physicians Talk of it. 


There has beén of late considerable com plaing 
of the presence of aluminthe water furnished 
by the city hydrants. 

If this water is left in a pan or bowl for sey. 
eral hours, there will remain at the bottom of 
the vessel a white deposit. It is usually so 
smali that it is not noticeable except upon 
close examinatien. The same has béen found 
to be true in boilers and larger veasels. 

The presence of this alum is doubtless due to 


the city waterworks. 
this there can be no doubt. But will it de 
harm? Thatisthe question which interestg 
the people, and especially as to whether it wil] 
prove injurious to persons drinking it. 

THe CONSTITUTION set out yesterday to get 
the views of a few prominent physicians upon 
this point. 

THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Dr. Baird, seeretary of the board of health 
said: ‘“The water we are using now isan ex. 
ceedingly pure water, and analyses will show 
and hasshown, its superiority over the artesian 
and ordinary well water. I have been using 
it constantly and have never suffered any in- 
convenience from alum. Now, they claim that 
only one grain of alum is used tothe gal- 
lou of water. The action of the alum 
i precipitate the mud and 

im purities, and of course some 
of the alum is precipitated, too. They say 
that all the alum is precipitated, but I believe 
that a smali percentage is obliged to pass on 
in solution. Certainly not more than half goes 
on; thatis, not more than one-half grain per 
gallon. The dose of alum is rarely below ten 
grains, and may go as high as sixty grains, 
Now a heaithy thisty man won’t drink more 
than a half pint at once, which cone 
tains one-thirty-second of a grain, or ha 
must drink twenty gallons to get ten 
grains ofalum. Then recent research coes to 
show that the minute living organisms in 
water—the animalculw#, which are so dangers 
ons to the tissue of the stomach—are destroyed 
and the water purified by the presence of alum. 
Of course the effect of continually repeated 
doses will dependupon the quantity of alum 
and can best be understood from actual trial.

H. Orme said: ‘‘Alum is used as an 
astringent or even as @ purgative, and there 
can be no doubt that, in sutlicient quantities, 
its action is injurious to the stomach. A gram 
in a gallon is too much. LIhavein mind now 
a case in which ladies are said to have suifered 
quite severely from the action of alum in wa- 
ter. But, as a matter of fact, there is no need 
fora panic. ‘The alum in the city water is tn 
sma!l quantities, and the water is, 1 under- 
stand, unusually pure and healthful.”

Because He is Charged With 
Having Two Wives. 


A Telegram Causes the Arrest of Samuel 
Fieming, Who Was Marricd Sun- 
day Last in Atlanta. 


A blind man with gold bound eye-glasses in 
f ront of his sightless orbs and small round gold 
rings hanging from his ears was a guest at the 
city prison yesterday afternoon and last night 
up to nine o'clock. 

The prisoner was registered as Samuel Flem- 
ing. 

Fleming is said ts be a wealthy miner, and 
was raised near East Point, bat has been away 
from Georgia for years, manipulating pre- 
cious ores in Montana. He isa man of about 
fifty-five years and dresses in good taste and 
talks pleasantly and fluently. His arrest. was 
due to atelegram received at police head- 
quarters yesterday morning. The telegram 
came from Effingham, Illinois, andinit the 
blind man is chsrged with bigamy. It read: 

EF: INGHAM, Ills., April 10.—Chief of Police: Sam- 
ue! Fleming, a Llind man, married Sallie Aultman 
at Mrs. Kakc«r’s, on Peters street, April Sth, Rev. 
Kliis «ffi i:ting. Hemerried Annie Montgomery 
here last November. He isa bigamist. Arrest him.

Immediately after receiving the message 
Chief Connolly posted it upon the 
balletin board at police head- 
quarters, andina short time nearly every 
member of the police force had read it. The 
majority of those who read the message in- 
stantly recalled aromantic marriage which 
was solemnized Sunday laston West Peters 
street in which ablind man, who gave his 
name as Samuel Fleming, was the groom. 
The wedding was said to be romantic, because 
the groom was blind and a wealthy miner of 
55 years of age, while the bride was a beautiful 
and fascinating lady of eighteen years, well- 
known in Atlanta. 

Soon after the tclegram was bulletined, 
Mounted Officers Mercer and Hitson saw it, 
and at once decided that they knew the inan’s 
whereabouts. They went direct to a boarding 
house on Marietta street, where they found 
the Samuel Fleming who married Miss Sallie 
Aulfman, on Sunday last. He was called from 
the house and informed that he was wanted at 
poiiee headquarters.

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DECISION OF THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS 


OF GEORGIA 


In tie Proposed Eyuaization and Adjustment cf 
Passenger Fares, 


And in the Petition for Establishment of Ist 
and 2d Class Passenger Fares, 


RENDERED APRIL 10TH, 1888: 


On the 2d day of March, 1838, the commissioners 
issued circular No. 30}, notifying the railroad com- 
pinies doing business in the state that they would, 
on the 13th of March, consider the propriety of equal- 
izing and adjusting the rates of nger fares in 
force, and inviting the representatives of the compa- 
nies interested to be present and give their views in 
reference to the action proposed. After a partial 
discussion and consideration of the question, its 
further consideration was postponed to the od of 
April, at the request of some of the railroad com- 
panics. 

Inthe meautime we received a communication 
from Rev. W. J. White, stating that at a large con- 
vention of the co’ ored citizens of the state, held in 
Macon on the 25th of January, a committee was ap- 

winted to appear before us, and ask that we estab- 
lish arate for botb firstand second class passenger 
fares on tlie railroads of the state, so that. passengers 
conll haye the option of purchasing a ticket for 
either class they chose. 

As this question seemed closely connected with 
the one already before usas tothe adjustment of pas- 
senger fares, we found it convenient to consider the 
two tocether. The commit.ee appointed by the con- 
vention in Macon appeared be/ore us on the 3d of 
April, and in the presence of the representatives of 
the rcilroad contpanics, presenied their application, 
and urved it in a respectful and forcible manner, 

The following is the decision of the commissioners 
op tiicse questions: 

1, Afier careful and critical investigation of the 
repo-ts made to us by the oilicials of the railroads in 
Georgia of their passenger earnings trom 1879 to 1888, 
the commissioners are of the opinion that any mate- 
rial change in the status of passenger fares for said 
roids, at this time, would be an experiment not jus- 
tified by the lights before us. 

The maxim so generally accepted that “the lowest 
rate that can be said to be just anl1 reasonable will 
generally yield the greatest revenuc,’’ is no doubt 
true, but it isa problem difficult tosolve even bythe 
most experienced railroad manager, with tne best of 
expert bookkeepcers at his command, to know when 
the approximate figure that can be relied on with 
contidence as justand reasonable has been arrived 
ni,and after the best has been done, the results 
must be consulted to determine whether the basis is 
correct. 

The experimentof reducing a low rate still lower 
is a daggercus one, and great caution should be ex- 
e'cised in a matter that might result injurionusly to 
both shipper and carrier, especially when sound 
reasous ior doing so are by no mé@ans apparent, 

The reduction of passenger rates, recently made by 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, isan experiment 
that perhaps the managers of no other road in the 
state could afford to make, We trust that it may be 
success{ul, 

he rate charged, while the main factor, is by no 
means the only ove, in determining the probable 
amount of revenue to be rece.ved for transportation. 
Especially is this true in the carrying of passengers. 
The causes aflecting the real value of this class of 


' railroad service are too numerous and varied to b2 


mentioned in this paper. The number of passengers 
carried tluctuates continually, depending greatiy on 
the prosperity or depression of the business of the 
sect:on of country from which a particular road de- 
rivesits msin support. The actual tonnage of the 
freizht business of a road, changing, as it does, with 
the seasons, necessarily eflects. to a considerable ex- 
tent, the passenger tratiicofany road. And various 
} which readily suggest themselves, 

expense consequent 
upou the loss of life and limb by accident, render 
the net revenue from passenger earnings an uncer- 
tain quantity, even in the makeup of the best 
equipped and best managed roads, 

Itisirue that the reduction of passenger fare in 
1881, by this commission, to thxee cents per mile, 
has been an eflicient element in bringing prosperity 
to the railroads and their patrons, but that of itself 
is not a sound argument in favor ot a turther reduc- 
tion at this particular time. The rate charged pre 
vous to the time of that reduction, and the inability 
of the people to pay a high rate, acied, to some ex- 
tent, as an obst. c ¢ to travel, except in cases of dire 
necessity. The re luced rate has done its full share 


Three cents per mile is a fair rate for good accom- 
modations. No bri n bof business of the country is 
Sufiering for a lower one, nor do we 
believe that the general business of the country 
would become more prosperous—a less passenger 
rate being the only factor in aid of inereased pros- 
perity. 

Moreover, the commissioners are not unmindful 
ofthe fact that most of the railroads of the state 
have been active and general in co-operating with 
the citizens in fostering, by extra trains and ow 
fares, all the enterprises of the people for the pre 
motion of their religious, educational. agricultural, 
marufee uring and social welfare, and we seriously 
question whether tue net revenue of the passenger 
business of the roads in Georgia is greater than an 
intelli.ent people are willing to accord them. 

Heuce the judgment of the commissioners fs 
averse 10 any reduction in passenger fare:, either in 
the general tariff, or by creating a new rut>, to be 
denominated second class, 

2. Neither Circular No, 105, nor the petition of the 
delegates from. the M:c on convention could have 
been fairly constrned as contemplating the consid- 
eration of any question whatever, save that per- 
taining to passenger rates, in a strictly tinancial re- 
lation. Nevertheicss, the question of “equal ac- 
ccmmodations for equal money,” inseparably con- 
nected with | assenger transporsation, was brought 
to our attention in the wide range the discussion as- 
sumed, and we feel bound to say in this public man- 
ner that we recognize to the fullest extent the iust- 
ice of this demand, and our duty on a proper ease 
made to sce that the law is enforced. 

The only way in which this subject can properly 
come before the commission for consideration is by 
complaint for ‘‘unjust discrimination.’’ No such 
case has ever been filed before us. 

The commissiouers desire to, say that itis not 
their province to advise or dictate to the roads the 
manner of complying with the law. The law itself 
iS as Plain as the Eng’ish language can make it. and 
our duty toenforce the law to the end that there 
shall be no unjust discrimination against any citi- 
zen of the state of Georgia is equally plain. — 

The law of the state is as follows: 

“Allcommoa carriers of passengers for hire in 
the state of Georgia shal! turnish like and equal ac- 
con modations to all persons without distinctien of 
race, color or previous condition.”’ 

To emphasize our convictions, and leave no 
ground for misapprehension on the part of carriers, 
we have framed arule on the subject, to be known 
as Rule Il of the rules coverning the transportatioa 
of passengers. This rule, and the law under which 
it is made will be strictly and impartially enforced 
by the commissioners.
